Club *t 1:15 o'clock this morning. At 
his "bedside at the time were Mr. and 
Mrs. Grosman, his son-in-law and 
daughter; his physician, Dr. St. Clair 
Smith; Superintendent MoSonigle, Win 
Bispham, an intimate 
friend, 
and 


Charles Farryll. Tho death of the re- 
nowned actor, -which had been expected 
at any time during the past two days 
was very peaceful, being scarcely no- 
ticeable to the anxious watchers at his 
bedside.

The evening of Monday, Sept. 10, ; 


1340, 
saw Enwin Booth's first appear- 


imcc on the stage. It was at the Bos- 
ton museum, and he played tho part of 
Tressel in "Richard £U," his father, 
the great .Tivnius Bl-utus Booth, taking 
the leading role. The part of Tressel is 
a very small one, and yotmg Booth took 
It cinite ttnezpeoteclly" He was acting 
us his father's drebber during the en- 
gagement. 
The stage manager had 


been cast i'or Trsssel, hc,t he was over- 
wort'"!, tired and almost ill, and lie 
begged young Booth, who finally con- 
bent- d, to play the part. The arrange- 
ment was made without consulting tho 
father, whose first intimation that his 
soil was to mate his professional debut 
that night was when Edwin appeared 
in the dressingroom costumed as Tres- 
Bel. The father offered to lend the hoy 
liis spurs, and the offer was accepted. 


When Edwin returned to the dress- 


ing-room, after having done his work 
on the stage, he was anxious to know 
what his father, who had from the 
wings closely watched his brief per- 
formance, would say in criticism, bat 
the fa'her merely held out Ms foot and 
eaid: ''Give me my spurs." 


Booth's last appearance on any stage 


was at RU afternoon performance of 
Hamlet at the Biooklyn Park theater, 
Saturday, April 4, 1891. Booth's acting 
was far from strong—the effects of hi* 
advancing age and failing powers were 
plainly visible—yet he was given a veri- 
table ovation by the audience. He made 
H brief speech in acknowledgment, and 
when he left the theater the street was 
crowded by his admirers, who cheered 
him wildly as he drove away. Between 
that evening in Boston and that after- 
noon in Brooklyn a great career haO 
stretched its years, a career that wi'J IHI 
studied with interest and admiration as 
long as records of the American stage 
esist. 


Edwin Booth was born in Hartford 


county, about 20 miles from Baltimore. 
Nov. 13, 1833. His fatlier, Jumns 
Brntiis Booth, was 137 vears old then, 
snd in the zenith of iiis fame as an 
nctor. The mother had been, if is baid, 
ft flower girl in Covenl, Garden, Lon- 
don. She was a beautiful woman. 
There were seven children, of whom 
John "Wilkes and Edwin were the only 
two to achieve fame on the stage. 
Junius Brutus, the father's namesake, 
passed the best part of his career as a 
liQtelkeeper at Maucheeter-by-thr-Sea, 
SIuss., where he died. Joseph 1-£cainn 
a 
well known 
physician at Long 


Branch. Mary Asia married John S. 
Clarke, the comedian, and wrote lives 
of both her father and her famous 
brother. 


Edwin was more in sympathy with 


his erratic, morose father than any 
other of the children, and, as soon aahe 
became old enough, accompanied him 
on all his travels, attending to his per- 
sonal comfort and watchm" carefully 
and constantly to keep him from break- 
ing his engagements or giving way to 
the intense fits of depression from which 
he periodically suffered. Thus tho boy's 
early youth WES passed in a theatrical 
atmosphere, and his career marked out 
for him by circumstance. 


For two or three years after his al- 


most accidental debut he acted inter- 
mittently in his father's company. 


Iu 1832 lie went, to California. 
When 


then news of his father's, death reached 
him (it occurred Nov. 30. 1832) he was 
stranded without money or friends and 
alnio-it without food in a Nevada 
mining camp. He finally got back to 
San Francisco ragged, worn and weary. 
Between that time and 1830 he visited 
Australia and the Sandwich Islands.

ance.s. Ss went hungry often. His 
road was almost incredibly hard, but 
he made a triumph out of it, for when 
he left Frisco early Jn 18j7 or late in 
1836 he was given an ovation. 


Then ha returned to the east, and ap- 


peared with success in Boston as Sir 
Giles Overreach. In New York im- 
mediately afterwards he was fairly 
started on the high road to fame and 
fortune by his impersonations of Bich- 
«rd III. Shylock. King Lear. Hamlet, 
Bruttw and'other roles. 
It was about this time that he met 


Mary Devlin, a southern girl of great 
beauty nnd an actress of extraordinary 
talent. 
They were married in New 


York July 7, 1880. She immediately 
retired from the stags. 
They were 


ideally happy. Booth next, essayed a 
season in London without great suc- 
cess, and returned to New York in Ib02 
to be^in his series of representations at 
the Winter Garden theater, which es- 
tablished him as the greatest living 
American actor. 
His '-Hamlet" ran 


for more than 10(1 mgats—a measure oE 
success at that time unheard of. _ In 
1363 his young vrife died. For a time 
he abandonded his profession. 
. 


In 1864-5 Booth again appeared in 


New York as Hamlet. April 17 of the 
latter year the iigsassinalion of Presi- 
dent Lincoln by John Wilkes, his 
brother, startled the world, and en- 
gulfed him in a sea, ot grief and -wretch- 
edness. He quit the stage on the very 
tight of the tragedy, intending never 
to return to it; but the importunities ot 
his friends were so earnest 'that. .Tnjn 
80,1866. he again stepped upon the 
stage. His appearance behind the foot 
ligfitswas the signal for nine Meat 
cheers, which fairly shook the theater 
But nevei since that fatel 17t,li of April 
has he played a professional engage- 
ment in Washington.

It was evi- 
dent that his powers were failing, and 
the death of Barrett, sudden and unex- 
pected as it was, was the final blow 
which broke the tragedian's strength. 


Booth loved solitude, admitted few 


friends zo intimacy and lived as quiet a 
life as his profession would admit. To 
his generosity the Players' club owesits 
beautiful home on Grainerey park in 
New York city. 


Latterly Mr. Booth 
hail lived iu 


Lakewocxl, N. J., where he owned a 
beautiful home 
It was there that tho 


general breakdown, which eventuated 
in his death, first mum-felted itselt. 
Booth 'was well off and is bcjlieved to 
have left a fortune of more than §500,-

The Russian Extradition Treaty 


Formally Proclaimed. 


PRESIDENT'S [PROCLAMATION. 


lpor More Thnu Six \'«nr« This Treaty 


Bus JJpen, tho Subject of Negotiation 
JUetwuoi the Two Countries— It Coca 
Into iZffoct Juno 24— full Text of ih« 
JDocumout. 


WASHINGTON, June 7-— The Russian 


extradition treaty, which has been the 
subject oi' negotiation between the two 
contracting parties for more than sis 
years, which has been amended again 
and again, and which was threatened 
with defeat in its final stages, has at 
last boon formally proclaimed. 


The ratifications were exchanged in 


St. Petersburg nearly two months ago, 
but because it was necessary to observe 
extraordinary 
precautions to secure 


the safe transmission ot the document 
f,o the United States, the treaty wag 
not received at the department until B 
late day last week. The treaty was in 
tlie French language, nnd it waa neces- 
sary to translate the document into 
English and make very careful com- 
parison between tho translation and 
the original. 
This work was completed 


Monday, and Tuesday the president 
saw it for the first time when Secretary 
Gresham carried it to tho cabinet meet- 
ing. All that remained to be done wa= 
to make the official proclamation, and 
that waa done later in the afternoon. 


The proclamation itself was dated 


Monday and. f- imply recited the piovis- 
ions ot the treaty, with the announce- 
ment that it would go into effect '20 
days from date, that is to bay June 21 
Interest centres on the sections making 
attempt* upun the heads of govern- 
ments or accessory to such attempts ex 
traditable. These sections in the treat > 
a« officially promulgated are predselj 
identical in language with the section*? 
published in 'Washington dispatches to 
the United Prev-3 of April 22 las»t. The 
full text ot the (rt aty is as follows: 


It is claimed in official circles thai in 


spite of all that has beon &aitl about the 
treaty, it is similar in scope to jtll thr 
extradition treaties negotiated by the 
United States in recent years, although

Article 11— The piu-^ul convention shall 


be lAtified, and the ratifications shall bu 
exchanged dt St. Peteifaburg ab soon as 
possible. It ."hull take efCect on the twen- 
tieth day alter its promulgation in the 
manner prescribed by the laws-iii force in 
the territories of the contracting parties. 
It shall remain in force for six months 
after notice of its termination t-hall have 
be 311 given b)' either of the contracting 
parties.

Among tho old Covenanters it was the 


custom that infanta about to bo tentizcu 
should be carried to the font by young 
maidens. After tho ceremony the in- 
fa.uts were delivered into tho a$ms of 
their fathers. 


Tlie rite of baptism had not been per- 


formed for several months in the fcirl 
ol! Lanark. It was the hottest timo of 
persecution, and the inhabitants of that 
parish foand other places in which to 
worship God and celebrate tho ordi- 
nances of religion. It was now the Sab- 
bath day, and a small congregation of 
about a hundred souls had met for di- 
vine service iu a place of worship more 
magnificent than any temple that hu- 
man hands had ever built to deity. 
Here, too, were three children about to 
bti baptized. The congregation had not 
assembled to the toll of tho bell, but each 
heart knew the hour and observed it, 
far there are a hundred sundials among 
the hills, woods, moors and fields, and 
the shepherd and tho peasant see tho 
hours passing by then! in sunshine and 
shadow. 


Tho church iu which they were assem- 


bled was hewn by God's hand ont of 
the eternal rocks. A river rolled its way 
through a mighty chasm of cliffs several 
htmdred feet high, of. which the ono side 
presented enormous masses and the oth- 
er corresponding recesses, as if the great 
stone girdle had been rent by a convul- 
sion. Tlie channel was overspread with 
prodigious fragments of rock or large 
loose stones, some of them smooth and 
bsire, others containing soil and verdure 
in their rents and fissures and here and 
there crowned with shrubs and trees. 
The eye could at once command a long 
stretching vista seemingly closed and 
shqtup at both extremities by'the co- 
alescing cliffs. 


This majestic reach of river contained 


pools, 
streams, rushing shelves arid 


waterfalls innumerable, and when the 
water was low, which it now was^n the 
common drought, it was easy to walk 
up this scene with tho calm, blue sky 
overhead, an utter and sublime solitude". 
On looking up tho soul was bowed down 
by the feeling of that prodigious height 
of unscalable and often overhanging 
cliff. Between the channel and the sum- 
mit of the far extended precipiceg'were 
perpetually flying rooks and wood pi- 
geons and now and then a hawk, filling 
the profound abyss with their wild caw- 
ing, deep murmur or shrill shriek.

and still on some littlo stone island or 
risa t^p liko a white cloud along tho 
black walls of tho chasm and disappear.

Yet here carno 


tha persecuted Christians and worshiped 
Sod, whose hand hung over their heads 
those magnificent pillars and arches, 
scooped out those galleries from tho solid 
rock and laid at their feet the calm 
water in its transparent beauty, in wliic 
they could see themselves sitting in r< 
fleeted groups, with their Bibles iu the: 
hands. 


Here npon a semicircular ledgo < 


rocks, over n narrow chasm, throng.. 
wliich tho iiny stream played in a imtr 
muring waterfall and divided tho coi 
gregation into equal parts, sat about 
hundred persons all devoutly listenin 
to 'their minister, who stood before the] 
on what might well be called a smai; 
nataral pulpit of living stone. Up to : 
there led a short flight of steps, and ove 
it waved tho canopy of a tall, gracefn 
birch tree. This pulpit stood on th 
middle of the channel directly facin, 
that congregation, and separated froi: 
them by the clear, deep sparkling poo 
into which the scarce heard water poure 
over tho blackened rock. 


The water as it left the pool separatei 


into two streams and flowed on eaci 
side of that altar, thus placing it in an 
island, whoso large, mossy stones wer 
ricldy embowered under the golden bio, 
6oms and green tresses of the broom 
Divine service was closed, and a row o 
maidens, all clothed in purest white 
came gliding off from the congregation 
and. 
crossing the stream on some step 


pin.? stones arranged themselves at th 
foot of the pulpit, with the infants abou 
to be baptized. 


The fathers of tho infants, just as i 


they had been in their own kirk, ha< 
bee:n sitting there during worship, ant 
nov? stood up before tho minister. Tin 
baptismal water, taken from that pel 
lucid pool, was lying consecrated in 
small hollow of ono of the upright stones 
thai; formed one side or pillar of the pul 
pit, and the holy rite proceeded. Some 
of the younger ones in that semicircl 
kept gazing down into tto pool, in which 
the whole scene was reflected, and no-n 
and then, in spite of the grave looks 01 
admonishing whispers o-f their elders, 
letting a pebble fall into tho water thai 
they might judge of its depth from th:

A CANAL IN CEIMEA. 


THE AGE AND HISTORY OF A WORLD'S 


WONDER UNKNOWN. 


A. Greal ^Vatwrfv ay "Which a ICuoeian Kuffl- 


iteor Thinks Vfiw lluill IIH n Meanu of t)c- 
Teijio lu Ancient Times—A Detailed Ac- 
uonut of tho WoiKlorfuI StriKituro, 


Tlio groat Kusaian engineer Melni- 


coffi writes from Odes&a to the Smith- 
sonian institntion deecribijig the rnina 
cf an ancient canal uiscofercd in tlio 
3rimen, which he regards as ono of tho 
venders of tho world. It ia certainly 127 
xmlnrios old, :md among similar ancient 
objecti! of historic interest is faecoud only 
'n age to tho ^reiit pyiMinidg. The hang- 
tig gardens oi Babylon and tho Colossus 
of Rhodes uro shrouded with no deeper 
nystories than tho existenco of chi'j great 
liteh, whoso mint, can be traced for a 
ong distance through tho Crimean plain. 
Whether it was u, waterway in the olden 
inios and the pathway of ancient com- 
nerco between the Black sea and thespa 


>f Azov or a means of defense for tho 
leoplc living in it'! vicinity is a question 
vhich wise tneri* supposed to know all 
ibout antiquities, cannot explain. 


Xcnophon, the distinguished Athenian, 


7ho conducted tho retreat of 10,000 
ircoks from tho ur> country march, so 
ca'lled, writeb of ditches which were dug 
17 inhabitants o! hostile territory 
lirough which they passed as an im- 
pediment to their march. Water was 
iftcn turned into these, so that crossing 
ras rendered more difficult. Perhaps 
ho ancient and wonderful canal served 
ho samo purpose on a Tory large scale. 
While it Vv-as of grand proportions, which' 
at that early day surpassed the engineer- 
ug feaia of tho Suez canal, tho fortifica- 
tions for its protection are no IBSS iuter^ 
sting. At each end of tho western side 
hare was o lofty castlo, the ruins of 
which remain to this day, tho cubical 
ontenls exceeding 730,000 meters. A 
>art of iheso stones, as well as those 
with which tho bed c£ the. canal was 
iaved ita entire length, wero removed 
onia tiui9 ago to build a town which 
vdjoins. 


During tho Crimean war soino of the 
tones remaining were utilized in the 
onstruction of hospitals for the wound- 
el soldiers, which structures are still 
landing. Along the banks of the canal 
hero wcro once at least six towers, but 
what purpose they served, unless for de- 
ense, is uncertain. There was also a 
high wall, which extended its entire 
ongth. At an equal distance from eaoh 
ud thero was a gigantic fortress, built 
tt tho fqrm of a square and covering a 
paoo of 83,'100 square metors. Tho ca- 
al is aa straight as an arrow its entire 
ingth except at this point, whero it 
orrns three sides of a square about the 
ortres.';. Hero thero was a smaller canal 
•n the outer side, which may have pro- 
idcd greater security. 
Ono of tho gateways of tho fortress is 
'ill partially preserved, and through it 
asbea a dilapidated road. Tho canal 
ras built l>y Assando I of Bosporus in 
he seventh centra y D. C. and is 0 kilo- 
icter.s long. Mention is made of this in 
ho writings of Pliny and Strabo, but 
lothing i^ i.aid about tho great amount 
if time and mi>i»oy expended m its con- 
truuion or for what special purpose it 
van done. It paas.es by tho modern town 


>f Peukop, and is not far from tho 
jreeki i(y of Ke.ip-iUo, whoso name was 
hanged by Assaudo alter the building 
if tho canal to Tapharas, which is the 
3reek for ditch. Its width on tho bot- 
0111 was about 0 meters and its depth 
0 motcrti. Whether it served formerly 
9 a groat and towering fortification or 
tot, it certainly contained water enough 
o sfil ehips of considerable burden. 


Undoubtedly before the time of Christ 


nany i-liips used it as a short cut across 
ho peninsula between tho two seas.
